failed for $4,000,000 today. 

Somewhere on the song Eh a fugitive in 
his own steamer, is Manmeil Silveira of Ha- 
vana, a defaulter whose peculations caused 
the failure of the bank. Silveira is believed 
to have $1,000,000 on the ship. 

The first intimation this city that the 
bank was in trouble in the announce- 
ment today that it had made a general as- 
signment for the benefit of its creditors to 
William V. Rowe of the law firm of Sullivan 
& Cromwell. The house was an important 
one in Wall street, its resources being gen- 
erally placed between $4,000,000 and $5,000,- 
000. It was the street’s most prominent 
banking house, as far as relations with Cuba 
and Porto Rico concerned. 

The assignees, after a cursory examina- 
tion, roughly estimated the liabilities at be- 


tween $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. No predic- 


tion of the value of the assets was ventured. 


Gets Away with $1,000,000. 

The man responsible for the failure, ac- 
cording: to William Nelson Cromwell, attor- 
ney for the ee, is on the high seas, just 
where no one s. He is Manuel Silveira 
of Havana, head of the house of Silveira & 
Co., bankers and merchants at Havana, a 
lifelong intimate friend and, close business 
associate of J. M. Ceballos, and the Cuban

Silveira added that he intended to take a 
long rest in the north and have a good visit 
with his old and true friend, the head of 
the firm. He sailed from Havana, according 
to his announcement, on one of his own 
steamers, the Carmelina, carrying as its 
sole passengers his wife ant children and 
manned entirely by his own employés. 


Ship Reaches No Port. 

Mr. Ceballos expected his friend last Sun- 
day, but he kriew the Garmelina was a'cattle 
boat of but 2,000 tons burden, and was not 
greatly worried when the ship failed to make 

rt thet day. On Monday he had asherp 
logkout kept for the overdue steamer and be- 


seriously anxious over the delay. On Tues- 
day Mr. Ceballos began to make inquirjes for 
the missing steamship. Cables were sent to 
every port which the Carm@lina could have 
reached in the time which had elapsed since 
Oct. 2 

The Carmelina entered none of these ports, 
nor has there come in, as far as can be as- 
certained, any vessel which has spoken or 
sighted the missing vessel. 

Consequently no member of the firm nor 
any lawyer connected with the investigation 
can tell whether the Carmelina made for 
the ends of the earth, whether it has been 


whether it. is seeking a hiding place on some 
little known coast, whether it is cruising 


about the Spanish main as a pirate, or whether 


it has met with some accident. 

All the circumstances inspire speculation, 
but it is noteworthy that in the statements 
given out by counsel today not even the 
suggestion is made that the ship has met 
some ordinary mishap on the high seas, 


Statement by the Lawyer. 

As explained by William Nelson Cromwell, 
attorney for the assignee, the circumstances

J. M. ‘Ceballos & Co., bankers, 
New York and Havana, have today made a 
general assignment for the benefit of credi- 
tors to William V. Rowe of thedate firm of 
Sullivan & Cromwell, 
Cromwell as counsel for the assignee. The 
suspension is stated by the firm to be due 
to the defalcation of Manuel Silveira of Sil- 
veira & Co., bankers and merchants of Ha- 
vana, who for several years represented the 
business of Ceballos & Co. His deficiency 
amounts to nearly $1,000,000 in money and 
other property. Every effort is being made 
to locate the absconder.”’ 

‘Sfiveira & Co., one of the largest and 
best known firms in Havana, were the largest 
importers of cattle in Cuba, and were reputed 
especially to have made a large fortune im- 
mediately after the war. 


Assignment Best Way Out. 

Mr. Rowe, the assignee, immediately took ' 
charge of the business. William Nelson 
Cromwell, counsel for the assignee, stated: 

“Messrs. Ceballos & Co., having no pre- 
monition of this conduct of their agent, con- 
fronted by this large loss by deprivation of | 
their current resources, I have in this 
emergency deemed it just to all having re-

ropm. Those who did not see heard her last 
scream of horror and ferror, and sixty boys 
and girls, fleeing from the horror of the thing, 
had. to step over her body lying across the 
dooway to their classroom, carrying her 
blood on their shoes out through the corridor 
to the street. , 

The teacher was Miss Mary Shepard. She 
was called to the door of her classroom and 
shot dead by her cousin, Harry Smith, whose 
love she had been unable to return. 


Pupils Spared Sequel, Suicide. 

The pupils who had seen the beginning of 
the tragedy were spared its sequel, the sui- 
cide of the murderer two hours later, when 
officers who pursued him caught him at his 
home in Warrensville. i 

Miss Shepard's pupils had returned from 
luncheon and were at work on the first lesson 
of the afternoon when a late comer walked 
up to the teacher’s desk and told her a man 
at the door wanted to see her. The teacher 
went to the door, and the pupils heard the 
man say: 

“Won't you please step into the entry- 
way?’ 

Miss Shepard did, and the man pulled the 
door until it was almost closed. Them, still 
holding the door with one hand, the man 
spoke to Miss Shepard. What he said no 
child in the classroom heard, but a moment 
later they heard their teacher cry, out in 
alarm. A few of the boys started from their 
seats and ran to the door with some vague 
chivalrous idea of protecting their teacher. 
But they were too late. Evenas they reached 
the door there was the report of a shot, a 
scream, and then another report. 

The children heard their teacher fall, but 


door remained between the children and the 
tragedy on the other side, then the mar re- 
linquished his grip and fled. The door opened 
and the children, crowding whitefaced 
around, saw first their teacher lying on the 
floor of the hallway, blood pouring from her 
temples, and the man who had slain her run- 
ning down the road. 


Some Pursue Slayer. 

The bolder of the boys jumped over the 
body of their teacher and pursued; the other 
children crouched together until they gath- 
ered courage to flee and spread the alarm.

Cabinet members might 
participate in the state campaign if they 
chose; it was for them to decide as to the 
ethics of such an admixture of politics an 
government, but he was out of politics an 
did not wish to be galled a meddier. But of 
Mr. Hughes and the issue of the campaign 
Mr. Cleveland said: 

“TI think the question wae stated concisely 
by Mr. Hughes in hie speech at Lyons yes- 
terday when he said an attempt is being 
made to*marshal the forces of Giscontemt in 
an appeal to passion, not reason.” 


Election Would Be Calamity. 

“ What wouldbe the greatest danger should 
Mr. Hearst be elected governor? Do you be- 
lieve the presidency would be menaced?” 

“Certainly not. The people would have 
him two years and be through with him. Do 
L think hig election would be a calamity? 
Why, the whole situation isan absurdity; his 
nomination alone was a calamity'to the dem- 
ocratic party.

SAYS JUSTICES OWE SCHOOLS. 


County Superintendent Nightingale 
Charges That They Have With- 
‘held Fines, 


Local justices of the peace will leave office 
Dec. 1. under h sort of fire from the. board 
of Cook county commissioners, because of 
the fines said to ha¥e been collected in state 
cases and not turned over to the county 
superintendent of schools, 

Supt. Nightingale’ yesterday asked Presi- 
dent Brundage for assistance in auditing the 
books of the local magistrates who are soon 
to yield their places forever to the new 
Municipal court judges. Mr. Nightingale 
declared that he had received from $3,000 
to $5,000 a year from the justices since he 
took office four years ago.

ASK U. S. SUPREME COURT 
TO FREE IDAHO PRISONERS. 


Attorneys for Moyer, Haywood, and 
Pettibone Argue for Liberty for Their 
Clients. , 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.—The Supreme 
court of the United States heard the argu- 
ments today in the cases of Charles B. Moyer, 
W. D. Haywood, and George A. Pettibone, 
officers and members of the Western Federa: 
tion of Miners, who are in prison in Cafion 
county, Idaho, under a charge of murdering 
former Gov. Steunenberg of that state. 

The case comes to this court on an appea! 
from the decision of the Idaho federal court 
refusing to grant writs of habeas corpus. 

The case for the prisoners was presented 
by E. F. Richardson of Denver and Clarence 
8S. Darrow of Chicago, and for the state of 
Idaho by W. H. Hawiey of Boise. 

The principal point in controversy was the 
method by which the Idaho authorities se- 
cured jurisdiction over the men. All of them 
are residents of Colorado, and it was alleged 
on behalf of Moyer and his associates that 
they were kidnaped in pursuance of a con- 
spiracy to which the governor of Colorado 
and the Idaho authorities were parties, and 
hence that jurisdiction was acquired by 
fraud. The act was denounced as “a 
flegrant malfeasance of executive duty, 
from the contemplation of which right think- 
ing people turn with loathing.”

BIG SHIPS FOR JOHN BULL 


BRITISH NAVY SOON TO LAUNCH 3 
WONDERFUL SEA FIGHTERS. 


Trice of Armored Cruisers, Each Near~ 
ly as Large as the Dreadnought, 
Put with Higher Gun Power and 
Greater Speed, Will Soon Take the 
Water — Designed toe Crush Any 
Craising Vessel Afloat—New Ar- 
rangement for Armament. 


, [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Oct. 11, 8 a. m.—Great Britain 
soon will launch three of the most wonderful 
warships in. the world—the Invincible, the 
Inflexible, and the Indomitable, 

The three ships are armored cruisers, but, 
in reality, are battleships, with higher speed 
and gun power than any warship afloat. 

The new ships will be 17,250 tons, compared 
with thé Dreadnought’s 17,900, but they will 
be forty feet longer. Their breadth will be 
three and one-half feet less than the Dread- 
nought. Each will carry eight twelve inch 
guns, against the Dreadnought'’s ten, but 
their broadside fire will be identical, as the 
Dreadnought is only able to fire eight of 
ite guns broadside, while the new vessels can 
fire all of theirs. 

They will be equipped with turbine engines 
designed to develop a speed of twenty-five 
knots, but it is likely on their trials they will ‘ 
develop twenty-seven. The object seems to 
be to enable them to overtake any foreign’ 
cruiser and sink them by their tremendous 
concentrated gun fire. When completed they 
will have cost $8,650,000 each.

Frankfort, Ind.; Oct. 10.—[{Special.]}—The 
closing session of the Indiana synod of the 
Presbyterian church was made interesting 
by a report on the money it costs to convert 
a sinner and bring him into the church. The 
report was made by the Rev. Dr. Donald 
Morrison, who showed that the cost In cities 
with large churches is greatest. He found 
that the average ranges from $27 in villages 
to $212 in cities. In large churches the cost 
is greatly increased. 

Dr. Morrison showed that the cost to a 
church for each sinner brought within its 
pale in Indianapolis is $620. 

There was no adverse comment on these 
figures. The Indianapolis sinner is supposed 
to be worth the time, effort, and money re- 
quired to get him into the church.

He urged the negro 
to organize, to band together for his defense, 
and to fight for his rights.

Plain Talk to Roosevelt.” 

Some of them have told the president 
frankly.that if any such impression gains 
ground:in the country, he alone will be re- 
eponsible for it. That is to say, they have 
told President Roosevelt in so many words 
that the only thing which would create the 
impression that the reform movement could 
be hostile to his administration would be 
the more or less Open sympathy of the presi- 
dent himeelf for the ring ticket in Pennsy]l- 
vania. In #pite of this advice so generously 
given to the president, the reform leaders in 
Pennsylvania have been obliged to continue 
their fight without the slightest assistance 
from Washington, while Senator Penrose 
has been a constant visitor, first at Oyster 
Bay, and ther at the White house. 

When the fight was on last year in Ohio, 
President Roosevelt did not hesitate long in 
making hig presence felt in that campeign. 
Secretary Taft went out to Ohio and made 
rattling. speeches there, which sent the 
house tumbling about the ears of George 
Cox, the Cincinnati boss. Incidentally it re- 
sulted in-the defeat of Myron T. Herrick, the 
republican candidate for governor, against 
whom no charge of political dishonesty had 
ever been alleged by any one, Now it is a 
fact that Geérge Cox was a boss, but the 
baleful influence he exercised on Ohio politics 
was as nothing at all, compared to that of 
Senator Penrose and the direful grip he has 
had upon the commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Penrose Not a Smart Man. 

Penrose not a smart man. He is not 
particularly” clever as political bosses go. 
He has by no’means the political genius of 
“ Billy ” Lorimer or the dogged pertinacity 
of Odell. But Penrose learned his game 
well. He sat at the feet of Matt Quay, the 
greatest political genius in America, so far 
as ring rule is concerned. Penrose learned 
his lesson well. Since Quay’s death Penrose 
has become the Pennsylvania boss by in- 
heritance only, just as he has progressed in 
the senate by mere length of service. He 
lacks much of thecapacity of a political lead- 
er, but he learned the game so well under 
Quay that he has been enabled ever since to 
play the part without a rival. 

There is a chance now to beat Penrose and 
to smash his machine. The machine was in- 
trenched in Philadelphia. It depended upon 
this city for an enormous majority at the 
times when the honest farmers of the state 
showed signs of revolt. The registry lists of 
this city wer® curiosities. Dead men and 
strangors stopping at hotels at the time were 
alike registered with complacency. Chicago 
and New York graduated from that sort of 
thing twenty-five years ago, but In Philadeli- 
phia up to last spring the situation was s0 
shocking it would scarcely be believed in any 
other large city.

Discriminating Against It. 


Quickened into activity by the bracing fall 
weather, Bullding Commissioner Bartzen 
yesterday sent a squad of his inspectors to 
the stockyards and closed part of the pack- 


ing plant of Nelson Morris & Co. Bartzen 


asserted that the requirements contained in 
his order issued to the packers last June had 
not been complied with. 

With the aid of policemen detalled for 
the purpose two buildings were closed for 
almost an hour. At the expiration of that 
period Attorney Willis Thorne, representing 
the Morris house at the cold storage hearing 
before the judiciary committee of the city 
council, received a telephone message of dis- 
tress from the stockyards Mr. Thorne 
-walked across the hall to Bartzen’s office 
and promised that a representative of the 
concern will be on hand at the city hall this 
morning to give satisfactory assurances that 
the requirements will be complied with as 
soon as possible. Bartsen then lifted the 
ban temporarily. 

At the same time Assistant Supt. W. B. 
Farris of Morris & Co. said the buildings 
as they stand are satisfactory to the Chi- 
cago Fire Underwriters. 

‘Jt appears to me that ordering men out 
of our buildings and placing policemen at the 
doors was uncalled for,” said Mr. Farris. 
“A little more diplomacy might have been 
displayed. The bullding department has 
paid special attention to Morris & Co., and 
perhaps it is not going too far to say there 
‘appears to be discrimination against the 
firm.”’ 

Bartzen Wants “Satisfaction.” 

* All I want is satisfaction,” said Bartzen 
at the city hall. “If I have good evidence 
that contracts for the putting in of required 
stairways and fire escapes have been made 
I am willing to give a reasonable time in 
which to carry them out.”

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eute Competitors for Fa- 
voring Land Agents. 


TWO CENT, FARE LIKELY. 


Weaker Central Lines to Make 
Flat Rate Unless They Get 
— Concessions. 


A passenger official of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral railway is authority for the statement 
that his road is taking steps to prosecute 
competing lines which have been issuing free 
transportation to land and immigrant agents 
and to obtain an injunction restraining them 


from continuing the practice. 

The lines against which the proposed pro- 
ceedings will be directed are the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, the Northwestern, 
Great Northern, and Burlington. 

The Wisconsin Central alleges that by is- 
suing the transportation in question the other 
roads are violating the provision of the rate 
law prohibiting discrimination. A railroad 
violating this provision may be fined $5,000, 
and a railway official who violates it may be 
fined $5,000 and imprisoned not more than 
two years. The proposed action would in- 
volve the first test of the anti-discrimination 
provision of the new act. 

The charge that the Wisconsin Central's 
competitors are issuing such transportation 
was admitted yesterday by their passenger 
officiale in Chicago. Before the new law 
went into effect the counsel of all of them 
except the St. Paul filed opinions holding 
that the giving of free passes to land agents 
was illegal. The Stubbs committee in its re- 
port expressed a similar opinion. 


St. Paul Continues Free Passes. 

AH the northwestern lines except the St. 
Paul in consequence ceased issuing land 
agents transportation when the new law 
went into effect on Aug. 28. Counsel for the 
St. Paul, however, held that such tranepor- 
tation is legal until the anti-free pass pro- 
vision goes into effect on Jan. 1, and this line 
continued to give it. 

The result was that the St. Paul began 
to get the bulk of the immigration business. 
Competing roads could not let thie go on, 
and one after another, all except the Wiscon- 
sin Central, have returned to the practice 
prevailing under the old law. The Wiscon- 
sin Central in consequence is unable to get 
any immigration business. Land agents on 
being refused free transportation by the Wis- 
consin Central go and get it from, and take 
their parties over other roads. The Wiscon- 
sin Central was the first road to takea stand 
against the issuance of such transportation, 
and rather than meet the competition of ite 
rivals it hae decided to try to get the courts 
to stop ‘what it considers an unlawful prac- 
tice. 

The general passenger agent of one of the 
lines which {fs threatened with prosecution 
admitted yesterday that he believes his road 
is violating the law. 

“= unquestionally is an illegal discrim- 
ination,’’ said he, “ for us to give transpor- 
tation to an immigration agent who brings 
us business.and to refuse to give it to other 
people who may bring us business. We have 
returned-to the practice because we were 
foreed to by competition, and have probably 
put ourselves in some danger.”’ 

The interstate commerce commission has 
never made a ruling regarding transportation 
for land agents, One western line applied to 
it for an opinion, but got no satisfaction. 


Two Cent Fare Threat. 


The weaker lines in the Central Passenger 
association, such as the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Daytan, Hocking Valley, and Pére 
Ma: te;“fndicated through their repre- 
sentatives at the session of the association 
yesterday that they will take the inftiative 
and put in a flat 2 cent fare unless the 
larger tines make them parties to their mile- 
age books—in other words, issue interchange- 
able books. The small roads said they would 


have to do this in self-defense. The general 


passenger rate situation will be further dls- 
cussed at the session today. Final action in 
regard to it will probably be postponed to 
a special meeting of the high traffic officials. 


Most Railroad Building in Texas. - 

Texas will.Jead in amount of railroad con- 
struction thie year, but South Dakota will be 
a close sé¢ond. There are 770 miles of new 
line now. being built in the latter state, of 
which 600, it is expected, will be finished be-~- 
fore Jan. 1. Practically all the work is on 
the lines of the St. Paul, Northwestern, and 
Minneapolis and St. Louis, 

The Rock Isiand will next Monday inau- 
gurate a through dally train Service between 
Chicago and the City of Mexico. The time 
between the two cities will be four days.

EXPLAINS HOTEL PLAN FAILURE 


Joseph Beifeld Says He Failed to Come 
to Terms with President 
Stevens. 


A report that Joseph Beifeld, proprietor 
of the Sherman house, had been compelled by 
financial difficulties to abandon his plan of 
building a $8,000,000 hotel structure at the 
northwest corner of Madison and La Salle 
streets, was denied last evening by Mr. 
| Belteld. 

He admitted, however, that his plan of ; 
erecting the hotel building was abandoned 
last May, and that the Illinois Life Insurance 
company probably is looking for a lessee for 
the property which was intended as the site 
of Mr. Beiféld’s projected hotel. Negotia- 
tions with President Stevens of the insurance 
company, he said, fell through because of a 
failure to reach an agreement. Mr. Beifeld 
declined to state specifically the cause of 
the failure. No satisfactory arrangement 
could be made with the Commercial assoocia- 
tion, which had promised to rent one floor in 
the new building.
